Dear  Mr.  Boreman: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  with  my  signature.  Resolution  File 
#93-81-38,  which  authorizes  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
to  apply  to  the  State  of  California  for  grant  matching 
funds  to  be  used  for  a  Clinical  Laboratory  project  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital. 

There  is  an  ambiguity  in  the  second  "Resolved"  clause. 
Rather  than  returning  the  resolution  with  my  disapproval,  I 
am  taking  this  way  to  establish  a  record  of  what  I  believe 
the  intent  of  the  Board  to  have  been  in  adopting  this 
resolution  and  of  what  my  interpretation  is  in  signing  it. 

By  way  of  background,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  Clinical 
Laboratory  project  is  some  $5.0  to  $6.0  million.   The 
available  grant  funds  from  the  State  would  cover  50%  of  the 
cost.   The  resolution  from  the  Department  of  Health 
proposed  to  commit  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Hassler 
Hospital  (which  would  become  the  Department' s  own  capital 
outlay  funds)  as  the  City's  match  contribution.   For 
unrelated  reasons,  the  resolution  approving  the  sale  of 
Hassler  Hospital  has  not  yet  been  adopted  and,  in 
amendments  made  to  the  present  resolution,  references  to 
the  sale  proceeds  were  inadvertently  omitted.   What  has 
come  to  me  then  is  a  resolution  which  states  the  intent  of 
the  Board  to  complete  the  project  should  State  grant  funds 
become  available  for  50%  of  it.   What  is  implicit  but  is 
not  made  explicit,  is  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
Hassler  Hospital  (which  can  in  any  event  be  used  only  for 
departmental  capital  outlay)  are  the  funds  which  the  City 
is  committing. 

I  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  my  signature  is  appended 
hereto  based  on  my  understanding  that  the  legislative 
intent  is  as  stated  above,  and  that  only  the  funds  from  the 
sale  of  Hassler  and  no  others  are  to  be  used  for  the  City' s 
share  of  the  Clinical  Laboratory  project. 

I  would  ask  that  this  letter  be  read  to  the  Board  and  that 
it  be  printed  in  the  Journal.
